GENERAL REMARKS, 

The schools have all been under the charge of competent 
and faithful teachers, and niost of the scholars have done well. 
We have not thought best to make a change in any of the text 
books this year, Composition writing has been practiced in 
some of the schools and with good results. It ought to be prac- 
ticed in all of the schools, 

The schools have not a proper supply of wall maps, charts 
and globes. Every school should have a globe and a reasonable 
supply of maps. 

As a general thing, scholars don’t spend quite time enough 
in preparing the reading lessons. Every scholar should prepare 
carefully the reading lesson before entering the class; for, in or- 
der to give the full meaning ofa piece, the reader must under 
staud thoroughly the ideas which the author intended to bring 
out, and he must also enter into the spirit of the piece himself.
